Invitations were extended by 
St. Louis and a few minor cities, but 
the activity of the union leaders 
at 
Pittsburg won. 
And at that eastern 
industrial center the trades 
unions 
command great attention and it is ex­ 
pected that the convention air will 
teem with interest. 
After six m onth-' trial of tho “open 
shop” policy advocated by the Chi­ 
cago Employers’ association, the Colo­ 
n a via Shoe company has withdrawn 
irom th e Boot and Shoe Manufactur­ 
ers' association and signed a closed 
shop agreem ent with th e Boot and 
Shoe W orkers’ 
union. 
Edward 
M. 
Cole, president of the company, said 
that he had taken the step for busi­ 
ness reasons, because he had found 
^ o u t that it paid to have the union 
stamp. 
‘ The union miners in the employ of 
the various commercial coal opera­ 
to rs in Birmingham, Ala., have receiv­ 
ed an advance of five cents a ton for 
mining coal and a corresponding ad­ 
vance in the price of day labor. This 
means that the cost of mining coal 
has increased nearly nine cents. 
The 
increase was based on the fact that 
iron is selling at more than $10.50 a 
ton. 
All coal mining contracts in this 
district are on a sliding scale, based 
on the price of iron. 
! The National founders association 
has adopted a policy for dealing with 
organized labor which may bring on 
trouble. 
It declares for the removal

of all unionist restrictions on individu­ 
al output. 
The association's conven­ 
tion 
at 
Cincinnati, 
however, 
also 
adopted a resolution announcing con­ 
tinued belief in the principle of arbi­ 
tration and disapproval of strikes or 
4 lockouts, and instructed its officers 
and adm inistrative council to favor 
arbitration with employes, either sing­ 
ly or collectively. 
The twenty fourth annual convention 
of the American Federation of Labor 
was one of 
the longest and most 
strenuous in the history of the organi­ 
zation. 
It began its deliberations on 
the morning of Nov. 14 and did not 
end until Nov. 2G. 
The convention 
will go on record as having passed 
ft -pun some of the 
most 
important 
questions that it has ever been its 
duty to discuss. 
If assistance to the 
strikers of Fall River, Mass., will go 
down in tho history of unionists as 
one of the many humane acts for 
which the national body Is respon­ 
sible. 
W ith the opening of the plate mill 
the Illinois Steel company announced 
an equalization of the wages of em­ 
ployes. 
W. S. Shields, suporintond- 
k 1 1 of the plant at South Chicago, 
posted notices which mean a complete 
readjustment of the wages paid tho 
f00 men of the plate mill. 
According 
to the outline of the equalization plan 


skilled workmen, as heaters aud turn-. 
ors, who received from IS to $10 a 
day, will receive a reduction of from 
$2 to $3 each, the men receiving $1.40 
will get $1.80, the $1.50 men will got 
$2 and the $1.85 men will receive 
$2 .20. 
That the “closed ship" is illegal was 
decided by tho justices of the appellate 
division of tile New York Supreme 
Court, sitting in Brooklyn. A contract 
entered into between the firm of Mor­ 
ris Cohn & Sons and the Protective 
Coat Tailors and Pressers’ Local No. 
55 of the United Garment W orkers of 
America, whereby the firm was pro­ 
hibited from employing labor not be­ 
longing to the local, anti also from em­ 
ploying even a member of tho union 
unless such m em ber 
held 
a card 
signed by th e business agent of the 
local, was declared by the court to be 
contrary to public policy. 
Presiding 
Justice Hirschberg wrote the court’s 
opinion. 
Justice Bartlett dissented. 
AU arrangem ents have at last been 
perfected for the amalgamation of tho 
international association of 
machin­ 
ists and the allied metal mechanics. 
The 
agreement 
to consolidate the 
two 
organizations was made in New 
York city the other day. 
One of tho 
points of difference in the way of the 
amalgamation was the nam e of the 
new organization. 
Representatives of 
either body contended that when the 
consolidation was effected it should be 
called after their organization. 
The 
mechanics 
yielded, 
and 
all 
other 
points being settled, the amalgam a­ 
tion will take place in the near future. 
It will bo called the International as­ 
sociation of machinists.

The Commercial Telegraphers’ union 
of America has removed its headquar­ 
ters to Chicago, aud now occupies a 
suite of rooms tm the fifth floor of the 
Monon building. T o increase the mem­ 
bership of the organization the initia­ 
tion fee has bo* a lowered to $1.75 
until Jan. 1. 
Circular letters, giving 
the aims and objects of the organiza­ 
tion, together vvitll reforms in the ser­ 
vice it hopes to bring about, have 
been sent to all commercial telegra­ 
phers in the country by International 
President S. J. Small. 
Among the 
reforms desired is a more equitable 
arrangem ent of hours and salaries of 
m anagers and operators of offices of 
tho second and third class. 
Before the 
adjournment 
of 
the 
trans-Mississippi congress, which met 
in St. Louis a few days ago, the fol­ 
lowing resolution on labor and capital 
was adopted: “ We favor union labor 
and the combination of capital as the 
proper means to advance the public 
good, birt we condemn any act of com­ 
bined labor or capital that in any way 
abridges the natural rights of man. 
We recommend the enforcement 
of 
the Sherman act of 1890, and to that 
end urge congress to pass an amend­ 
ment to that act making it the duty 
of the United States district attorneys 
to prosecute all unions of labor 
or 
capital wherever evidence making a 
prima facie case of a breach of tho 
term s of the act are presented. 
And 
we recommend the appointment of a 
special commission by congress to in­ 
vestigate the arbitration laws of New’ 
Zealand and other 
countries which 
may have such laws.’’ 
In an appeal issued to the public, 
and organized labor in particular, by 
the Pennsylvania Blue Label league to 
aid iii the work of stimulating 
tho 
demand for union made 
cigars, the 
statem ent is made that in that state 
there are at least 5,000 children em­ 
ployed in the 
m anufacture 
of non­ 
union cigars. 
These children operate 
machines, which turn 
out 
immense 
quantities of cheap cigars, which flood 
the m arkets and are sold 
in 
direct 
competition with the products of fac­ 
tories that employ adult labor. 
The 
child workers are paid a mere pit­ 
tance. and the result is their employ­ 
ers are able to place' their goods on 
the market, at a much lower 
figure 
than can the m anufacturer employing 
men and women who work 
for the 
union scale of 
wages. 
The 
cigar- 
m arkers’ organization are 
committed 
to the work of ridding the country o» 
child labor. They believe that by agi­ 
tating the use of union made goods 
the evil may in part be remedied. 


Experimental 
Track 
W ill 
Be 
Con­ 
structed at Baltimore. 
W ithin a month tho first monorail 
road in tho world is to be built. Tho 
construction of an experimental track 
of five miles is under way and the car 
is nearly completed. 
It will he a rad­ 
ical departure from all present vehi­ 
cles used in railroad traffic. 
By an interesting historical coin­ 
cidence this novel one rail line will be 
built between the same two points 
which marked the first railroad in tho 
world. 
The lint' is to be an experimental 
out' between Baltimore and a point on 
the Patapsco, near Ellicott City. 
The 
originator of the monorail is E. L. 


Tunis of Windsor Hills, a suburb of 
Baltimore. 
In an interview with the 
World Magazine correspondent, Mr. 
Tunis said: 
“The fundamental prin­ 
ciples of ttu' monorail system lit* in 
having the center of g r a v i t y as close 
as possible to the w eight bearing tee- 
rail. 
When this condition is fulfilled 
there is but little lateral force needed 
to keep the car in an upright posi­ 
tion. For this reason, and also to over­ 
come resistance to the elements, tin* 
cars will be built of stel. ©overed with 
veneer or pressed filler. 
This makes 
them strong ami very light, and also 
places most of the weight within a 
foot of th*' rail. 
The Tunis monorail patent covert 
a long. narrow car running on a single 
t cis rail. 
This :s spiked to the tics 
in the usual manner. 
The car is held 
in an upright jm sition by means <»t 
two angle iron 
gu i d e rails overhead. 
on which run flexible overhead trucks 
tm tile top of the car.
